agreement signed in Paris last week by. 

Ministérs and by Am- 
bassador Kellogg, Ambassador Herrick 
and: Colonel Kogan in behalf’ of ‘the 
United States, under,;.which the pay- 
ments .of German reparations under the 
Dawes plan shall be distributed to the 
victorious allied’ and associated Govern- 
ments, including the United States. 
, Developments today indicated that this 
meeting will mark the beginning of an 
intensive discussion -of the foreign pol- 
icy of the. Coolidge Administration. 
Some Senators’ go, 80 far as to express 
the opinion that the discussion have 
, considerable bearing upon the ate’s 
consideration of the nomination of Am- 
. bassador Kellogg as Secretary. of State. 
/While the view was expressed that there 
was no likelihood, of any effort to re- 
ject. the nomination,' it was gathered 
‘that at the very outset of ‘his career as 
‘Secretary Mr. Kellogg's attitude toward 
American relations with Burope will be, 
a ected to, the crepkon scrutiny.

It is the understand- 
ing, however, that through agreement 
with Senator Johnson the latter’s reso- 
lution will be amended in committee so 
as to provide that the Secretary of State 
shall be requested to inform the Senate 


concerning any representations made by’: 


our. representatives at the Paris confeér- 
ence with respéct to the attitude of the 
United States, The method behind this 
request is sald°*to be that, in view of the 
statements of M. Clémentél, the: French 
Finance Minister; “Winston Spencer 
Churchill, the British Chancellor of the 
Hxchequer, and others, indicating that 
the Unitéd States was now regarded as 
having joined. with the .allied Govern- 
ments in the settlement of the repara- 
tions. questions, it was essential to as- 
certain what position the American rep- 
resentatives took. 
The expressed motive of the Johnson 
move is to ascertain whether this Gov- 
ernment has committed itself to joining 
‘ ‘with the Buropean’allies in forcing Ger- 
many, to meet her obligations under the 
Dawes, plan, should such a course be- 
come necessary.’ Involved ih the move 
is an effort to*learn whether the part 
played by Mz. Kellogg, Mr Herrick and 
Colonel Logan yiolated a provision of 
“the, Ameérican-German treaty of peace 
that this Goverriment shail not. be rep- 
resented on anybody, agency or com- 
mission authorized’ under. the treaty 
“until an act of the Congress, of *the

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18,—Sixty-seven 
persons. reported ;Het incomes of more 
than. $1,000,000 “for the calendar  yedr 
1922, according to statistica of income 
for that period compiled by the Incomie 
Tax Unit and made public by the Treas- 
tury Departinent today. 

it “was the first year since 1916. when 
s0 many individuals reported net in- 
comes in the million‘dollar class; and 
the increase was ‘particularly striking, 
wheh compared with only “fifteen” re- 
porting such incomes in 1921, 

The total income tak collected in 1922 
‘was $861, 057,308, and these sixty-seven 
persons paid $49,517,689 of the total. The 
total: dncome reported by these. sixty- 
seven. individuals was $168,095,441, and 
after. making general and other deduc- 
tions their. net incomes amounted tov 
$141, 386,993. 

Anly.. aine persons: reported net ‘in- 
comes ef $3,000,000.or. greater for 1922, 
and four of these reported that, their net 
incomes were greater than $5,000,000. 
Two of these in the $5,000,000 class lived 
in Michigan, one in New. Yo pepe ons one 
in, New.

tions Are in Preparation for In- 
creased Exports.

LONDON, Jan. 18:—The past week's 
hesitant tendency in.sterling exchange 
is ascribed in.most quarters. here .to 
specujative profit-taking, prompted by 
a discussion of the adverse features in 
our foreign trade position. Yet there 
is nothing new in this-to those who 
make a study of these figures. During 
practically the whole of lastyear the} 
tendency ‘was for imports to grow at 
a much .greater rate. than exports. 
The figures for the whole year,. how- 


. .| ever, have prompted examination and 


discussion of the position which is not 
usually aroused by the monthly 
returns, ; 

Great Britain’s oversea trade figures 
for 1924 have, in point of- fact, a 
mixed reception. It is considered 
‘gratifying that the total turnover at 
£2,215,358,135.- should. have. exceeded 
1923 by £233,330,345; that means 
larger foreign trade. But, on the 
other hand, it is being asked, how are 
we paying for our excess imports? 
December’s excess alone was £50,249,- 
543. This was very much above the 
average and raised the year’s total 
adverse balance to £344,331,059, which 
compares with only £212,114,235 for 
1923, and with £179,896,819 for 1922. 

The “Invisible Exports.” 
Our “invisible exports,”’:which were 


 estimAted at £300,000,000 in 1928, have 


presumably expanded .in a correspond- 
ing degree during the last year, and 
this, plus America’s large loans to 
Burope, possibly provides the neces- 
Sary prop to exchange. There are, 
nevertheless, misgivings’ over our eco-

Bananas are consumed in great quan- 
tities Sy the people of the United States, 
the annual imports amounting to ap- 
proximately 45,000,000 bunches. The dis- 
tribution of this fruit from the ports 
of entry to all parts of the country is 
a highly organized service. The product 
is very susceptible to weather damage, 
especially by cold, and protective meas- 
ures must be employed. 

Shipments are made in ventilator cars,
